MEMBERSHIP SURVEY 
RESULTS 2005 


National Council Report to members 


Just before Christmas we sent out a Membership Survey to help the party 
refocus on the needs and wishes of the membership. It was extremely helpful to 
receive the feedback and many thanks for those of you who took the trouble to 
complete it — every one was read in depth and the points made contributed to 
the overall findings. 


The good news is that the membership were broadly happy with the progress of 
the EDP, although the most common criticism was the need for greater coverage 
in the national media. This has been an ongoing struggle, as the BBC and some 
newspaper groups have (until recently) been very unsympathetic to the English 
position. Much of the reason for this is a complete misunderstanding about 
what the EDP is and stands for. We have had to undertake a lot of “education” 
to exorcise the immediate assumption that having “English” in our title makes 
us “automatically” persona non grata. Fortunately, our spirited defence of 
Democracy, Free Speech, Civil Liberties and the promotion of English culture is 
now being accepted as being part of the mainstream. Confirmation of this has 
been not only the much heightened awareness of anti-English discrimination in 
the media, but the exploding Issue of the “English Question” has made people 
realise the intolerable situation the English are now having to live under. 


The new year saw television appearances for two members of the EDP NC 
filmed and radio appearances with Talk Radio recorded, and at the EGM in 
March we will be unveiling a new PR and Marketing division for the party which 
will work more actively to engage EDP speakers at events and make more 
appearances in the national media. We will also be expanding the size of the 
National Council to spread the increasing workload. It will always be the grass 
roots letters to MPs and local newspapers which will carry our publicity and we 
continue to ask all members to keep writing and working away on this. 


We will also be adding to the EDP site new sections for six further new divisions 
within the party: 


Publicity/ Marketing; Policy Development; Lobbying/Web Activism; Cultural 
Development; Electoral Planning; and Fund Raising. 


These sections will be password protected and monitored as they will only be 
available to designated members of the party who have been given 
responsibility for these party tasks. 


We had a good response from volunteers, and we are now in the process of 
making contact with you to establish the new groups for their formal launch in 
March. 


We hope that with the establishment of these newly formulated operating 
divisions, the concerns regarding publicity/policy development/lobbying 

/ cultural development/etc will be largely addressed, and any comments you 
may have made in relation to any of these topics will be passed to the relevant 
group for consideration. 


Despite the fact we are a party of volunteers and rely on the unpaid dedication 
of our membership we are, we believe, the stronger for It. As a party we may be 
quiet from time to time, but this is largely down to the fact we are busy 
lobbying, and working behind the scenes, and we hope that our members can 
see by the sheer change In focus on English issues, that much of this would not 
have come about had English Democrats not ventured into politics — this has 
been our single most successful strategic decision and is now reaping the results 
which England demands. We will continue to reflect the English Cause across a 
wide range of organisations and activities in a professional, honourable but 
uncompromising way and have taken on board your many suggestions. 


If anyone wishes at anytime to comment on any aspect of EDP presentation you 
are always at liberty to write to the National Council and we will be pleased to 
respond. We never want to fall into the trap of not listening to the membership 
— the three main parties have done this for far too long — we are here to 
represent you.

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George's Day, April 23rd, to be our own English 
National Day. 


We have now got a link on our website which will 
enable you to legally fly the Nation's flag for under 
£100. By doing so it will not only build up our 
own morale but reduce that of our enemies, both 
in the British Nationalist and in the Euro-fanatic 
camps.

The English Lobby: More than One Dragon to Slay? 


Until the devolution referenda tn 
Scotland and Wales in 1997 the English 
Question was no more than academic and 
there was no need for what might be termed 
an “English Project”. In parallel with the 
growing realisation of the serious 
disadvantages we suffer under the new 
arrangements, there has been an awakening 
of the English consciousness. Our political 
vulnerability has brought us awareness of our 
appalling cultural losses. Losses due not so 
much to our own negligence but to the 
calculated and sustained attacks of those 
who dislike us; attacks that are not only 
increasing In their ferocity but apparently 
enjoy official sanction, as Is evident in the 
political sohere by the comments of Labour 
Party apparatchik Terry White (but a single 
example of numerous similar utterances 
made by many of his colleagues - amongst 
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What an amazing start to the New Year! 

A year ago It would have been hardly 
credible that Gordon Brown would be calling 
for more patriotism and the Lib Dems calling 
for a party review on their position regarding 
an English Parliament and the whole 
devolution agenda. Only the Conservatives 
are silent on patriotism! 


It is also incredible that in the space of 
barely a month the LibDems will have lost 
their leader under the cloud of an 
alcoholism scandal and that one of the 
leadership hopefuls (Mark Oaten) would fall 
out of the race days before a damaging 
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them erstwhile Home Secretary, Jack Straw - 
since 1997), in the Arts, by productions such 
as "Blighty" (staged recently by the 
Barbican Theatre and also presented to 
primary school children) and in the media by 
the highly offensive diatribes of such as AA 
Gill and Yasmin Alibhai-Brown. It Is, 
apparently, not now acceptable to be English 
in England and, It seems, we are being 
deliberately excised from the programme of 
British cultural life, even though we are the 
foundation and bulk of its totality. 


We must not blame others, however; our 
customary tolerance and forbearance 
constitute "de facto" acquiescence and we 
alone are culpable for our dilemma. Yet 
there is nothing, inevitable, about the 
process and It Is neither unstoppable nor 
irreversible. We can no longer accept with 


revelation about his private life — real life |S 
stranger than fiction! 


Adding to this round of good news, we have 
more journalists than ever writing pro 
English articles in almost every newspaper, 
and Lord Baker who attended the AGORA 
meeting in November (debating the future 
of an English Parliament) has sent a kind 
letter praising our (EDP) work in defending 
the interests of England, stating that this 
has “hitherto” been an unpopular subject.. 
“but whose time has come”. Lord Baker has 
Just introduced a Bill into the Lords paving 
the way for an English Parliament and we 
are eternally grateful to him. Added to that 
brilliant news we have had kind comments 
from columnist Minette Marrin (Sunday 
Times) who acknowledges much of our 
efforts have brought about this sea change 
in the English consciousness — and the new 
Archbishop of York who says he wishes to 
make it his mission to make the English 
proud of who they are! The CEP has also 
been a non partisan partner in the fight, but 
we also think the “Save England” mail shot 
we sent to 14 million households in the 
2004 Euro Election had something to do 
with us gaining an impressive average of 
600 votes per constituency in the General 
Election. This has concentrated the mind of 
both the establishment and the wider media 
community that we may truly be the voice of 
the growing English consciousness. 


For many of us who have worked so hard for 
the Cause, you may from time to time have 
wondered whether it was worth all the effort 
and heartache? | think we can confidently 
pat ourselves on the back and take great 
pleasure from knowing that WE, collectively, 
have made the difference for England. It 


resignation the routine denigration and 
sublimation of our culture and identity. We 
must respond vigorously, confronting and 
challenging our detractors whenever and 
howsoever we can, calmly and rationally but 
with determination and persistence, until 
Anglophobia, in England, is eradicated. That 
is the purpose of the English Lobby, brought 
into being to be nothing less than a 
watchdog for the English way of life. We 
have set ourselves an undeniably ambitious 
role but the English project is a monumental 
one and those of little ambition cannot hope 
to succeed In it. English reticence can no 
longer inhibit English sensitivity and it has 
no place in The English Lobby; we've too 
much to lose to be quiet any longer.

has been a team effort and we share the 
success of English emancipation equally. 
The English Democrats have, despite all 
predictions to the contrary, broken through 
the critical three year barrier. We have 
avoided internal fights and bickering, by 
working for the greater good and have cast 
personal agendas aside in a spirit of English 
brotherhood.

We are In 
historic times and may soon see the biggest 
change to England as a nation and a people 
with regionalisation still on the agenda. But 
to ensure our legacy to our children will be 
one worth having, we must continue to 
Campaign and continue to resist any 
attempts to stop England achieving her full 
democratic potential. The elections in May 
will be so important and why we ask all our 
friends, supporters and voters to keep up the 
pressure. Many thanks to every activist, 
England can be proud of these hearts of 
Oak! 
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A Private Members Bill aimed at 
ending the so-called West Lothian 
question has been 
backed by Lord Baker. 


Former home secretary Lord Baker hopes 
the legislation would end the anomaly 
whereby Scottish and Welsh MPs can vote on 
English affairs in the House of Commons. 


He asked why, following devolution of 
certain powers to the Scottish parliament, 
Scottish MPs could vote on English matters — 
which did not affect their constituents — but 
not the other way around. This situation Is far 
from satisfactory and needs urgent attention. 


Lord Baker introduced a Bill that would 
require the speaker of the House to decide 
the geographical jurisdiction of each Bill, and 
decide which MPs — English, Welsh or Scottish 
— could vote on It. 


The Issue has gained particular 
prominence in recent weeks following the 
introduction of the government of Wales Bill, 
which paves the way for the assembly to take 
on greater powers over matters such as 
education and health. This Bill has an 
amendment put in at the request of the 
English Lobby and sponsored by Frank Field 
MP (Lab) who has requested the following: 


Clause 102, page 56, line 41, at end 
add— 

'(9) Notwithstanding the other 
provisions of this section no referendum shall 
be held until legislation has been passed 
providing for the holding of a referendum 
throughout England on the creation of a 
National Assembly for England (however 
named) with at least the same powers and 
status as the National Assembly for Wales; 
such a National Assembly for England 
(however named) either to be separately 
elected or to be constituted by the Members 
of Parliament for constituencies in England 
sitting as the National Assembly for England 
(however named). ' 


On the question of Scottish and Welsh 
devolution Lord Baker makes the following 
observations: 

" They have the right to make their own 
laws. Once you have that situation In a 
unitary kingdom like the United Kingdom, 
should they be allowed to vote on English 
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matters?" Lord Baker told BBC Radio 
Scotland's Good Morning Scotland. 


"| don't believe they should be, because 
they don't have any representation." 


In addition, a number of controversial bills 
have recently been passed In Westminster 
with the help of Scottish and Welsh MPs. Lord 
Baker says the recent plans to introduce a 
partial smoking ban in England and Wales 
were carried by just one vote — a Scottish 
vote. 


Describing this situation as 
" unacceptable" , the peer warned: "| think 
this is going to get graver...With a smaller 
majority, [Tony] Blair is going to try to carry 
his education reforms and his reforms to the 
English health service by Scottish and Welsh 
votes." 


Under the bill MPs would continue to vote 
on all matters that had not been devolved, 
such as foreign affairs, but domestic matters 
would be increasingly separate. 


Lord Baker explained: "| believe the 
ultimate answer will be an English 
parliament, a Welsh parliament, a Scottish 
parliament and a Northern Irish parliament, 
with a smaller federal parliament maintaining 
the UK." 


Conservative MP George Young has 
agreed to take the bill through the Commons. 


18th March 2006 


The EGM was held in Leeds on the 18th 
March where a raft of new Initiatives 
and Campaigns were unveiled. The EDP 
headed northwards holding the event in 
the Thackray Medical Museum. The 
Museum Is the inspiration of Paul 
Thackray , Grandson of Charles F 
Thackray, founder of the medical 
company bearing his name in Leeds. 
With the aid of a £3 million grant from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund the museum 
has been established from former 
workhouse buildings adjacent to St. 
James's hospital. Opened in 1997, the 
museum explains how life has changed 
In the last 150 years as a result of 
improvements in public health, 
medicine and healthcare.

Roger Scruton, popular philosopher and writer 
on contemporary issues can be found at 
www.rogerscruton.com and writes a compelling 
thesis on the need to keep the nation state. 
World government, the objective of neo- 
Liberals, is not Scruton argues the answer to 
our problems, but rather could be the 
beginning of a more serious threat to our 
democracy 


In The Need for Nations, (published by the 
independent think-tank Civitas,) Roger Scruton 
argues that the nation state is the best 
guarantee we have of peace, prosperity and 
respect for human rights. Recent attempts to 
transcend the nation state by creating some 
kind of transnational political order have ended 
up either as totalitarian dictatorships like the 
former Soviet Union, or as unaccountable 
bureaucracies, like the European Union. In 
spite of this, the idea of the nation Is under 
attack—either despised as an atavistic form of 
social unity, or even condemned as a cause of 
war and conflict, to be broken down and 
replaced by more enlightened and more 
universal forms of jurisdiction. 


Without nation states Scruton argues: 
e the sense of belonging on which 
democracy rests would be undermined. 
e individual freedom would be much 
diminished. 
e fundamental protections would be 
undermined. 


The study challenges the idea that there 





should be an international rule of law. All law 
must be enforced by an agency of some kind 
and, far from offering better protection against 
the abuse of state power, a single world 
government could threaten individual freedom. 
The more remote the government, the more 
difficult it is to subject it to constitutional 
checks and balances and the harder It Is to 
‘throw the rascals out’. 


Nations subject to liberal-democratic 
constitutions are the best solution so far 
devised to the problem of how to control the 
leaders. Enthusiasts for world government have 
yet to explain how they will check the abuse of 
power by international bodies. Human rights 
enthusiasts who wish to eradicate nations have 
a utopian view of human nature. Given human 
nature as It really Is, nations under liberal- 
democratic constitutions offer the best solution 
so far devised to the problem of how to avoid 
the abuse of political power. 

Human rights and accountability 

Roger Scruton argues that rights are not 
secured by declaring them, but by having 
procedures to protect them. Only nation states 
have a record of such discipline (p.30). 


ate The opportunity remains to recuperate the 
legislative powers and the executive procedures 
that formed the nation states of Europe. At the 
Same time, the process has been set in motion 
that would expropriate the remaining 
sovereignty of our parliaments and courts, that 
would annihilate the boundaries between our 
jurisdictions, that would dissolve the 


nationalities of Europe in a historically 
meaningless collectivity, united neither by 
language, nor by religion, nor by customs, nor 
by inherited sovereignty and law. We have to 
choose whether to go forward to that new 
condition, or back to the tried and familiar 
sovereignty of the territorial nation state (p.2). 


England needs to renew its self-confidence 
England and the English have been singled out 
for attack by this lobby. Roger Scruton 
attributes their success to: 


... the Celtic bias of the Labour Party, and a 
European élite intent on extinguishing the 
memory of the Second World War. Consciously 
or unconsciously, recent political decisions have 
had the undoing of England as their real or 
apparent objective. The English... are ruled from 
Westminster by a government composed 
largely of Scots, and by parliamentarians who 
do not hesitate to vote on English Issues even 
when they represent Welsh or Scottish 
constituencies (p.34). 


The destruction or remodelling of ancient 
constitutional safequards like the House of 
Lords and the office of Lord Chancellor have 
been carried through by this Celtic lobby.

‘By Roger Scruton’ 
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Paul Adams - 
Town Councillor 


| was elected as a town councillor for Crowborough 
in November last year. Crowborough is a town of 
some 25,000 people in East Sussex. It Is 
surrounded by an Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty and is also adjacent to the Ashdown Forest 
(setting for A A Milne's 'Winnie-the-Pooh' stories). 


The town council consists of 16 councillors and has 
become a by-word for political point scoring 
between rival groups of Conservatives and Lib 
Dems; this, plus the fact that, unusually for a town 
council, the councillors pay themselves a generous 
‘allowance’ of £1500 a year each for what in most 
other towns is considered a voluntary job, has 
bought them into disrepute with the electors. 


| was keen to highlight the unproductive and self- 
serving nature of local politics in my election 
campaign. 


When | was elected, one of my first tasks was to 
defend the party against racist allegations made 
anonymously. | subsequently discovered that it was 
the Lib Dems (what a surprise) who had primed a 
local journalist to quiz me on this issue. 


| wanted to present myself as a ' breath of fresh air 
in local politics - so | decided to announce publicly 
that | would be donating my Councillor's 
allowance to two local charities. | also write regular 
letters to the local press once every two to three 
weeks on issues that concern English Democrats - 
I'm careful to keep these brief and to the point to 
avoid too heavy editing by the paper and to help 
ensure that they are selected for publication. 


| have landed up on the Environment and Sport 
and Recreation committees - as | am interested in 
both these areas this has worked well. | have also 
made myself known to some of the local 
organisations in the town and in my ward (such as 
a local resident's association) with the aim of 
building up some kind of more permanent group 
of supporters. 


The next election for the council is not until May 
2007, so | have time to get my feet under the table 
and try to make a difference. So far, | have found it 
interesting and not as time consuming as | had 
feared (| have a business to run as well as a family 
to consider). | would urge others to stand for 
election, particularly now that the Tories are busily 
abandoning some of the policies we are strong on 
- this gives us a window of opportunity in 

many areas.

Can the Liberal Democrats

rational explanation! It was perturbing to 
many of us in the English Democrats to see 
Oaten’s place taken on the front bench by 
yet another Scottish MP. In the light of the 
forced revelations from Simon Hughes about 
his private life he Is also likely to lose out in 
the leadership race, which could leave 
Menzies Campbell (yet another MP from a 
non-English constituency) as the LibDems 
likely new leader.

THE EARLY ENGLISH (C400 - 1100AD) BY JOHN CHATW NEE 
Historian and Lecturer on English History (EDP Member) 


Like today's English, these people are almost totally 
ignored by politicians, the media, and the 
Department of Education, yet by the time of their 
virtual destruction in 1066, they had developed the 
richest, and most sophisticated unified state in 
Europe, a highly civilised people of whom we can be 
proud, indeed grateful. 


The media, in particular the Daily Mail some years 
ago, would have us believe that the so-called ‘Anglo- 
Saxons’ spoke in grunts, couldn't afford meat, ran 
around tn skins, lived in straw hovels, and that 
William the Conqueror (or ‘The Bastard’ in English 
manuscripts) lifted them from ‘the Dark Ages’; 
nothing could be further from the truth! 


Strange Is it not, that the series of programmes on 
‘What the -------- did for us' does not include the early 
English? So, just what did these folk contribute to 
our way of life? 


For starters, we have the language; English, the most 
widely spoken language in the world (Mandarin 
Chinese may be spoken by a larger number, but 
within a confined area). It is also, far and away, the 
most widely spoken second language. We flagellate 
ourselves far too much (at least the woolly liberals 
do) over our lack of a second language, but then, 
which language should we choose to be understood 
by the greatest number of people? 


Then, of course, our common law, which has roots in 
the early period; pragmatic, practical, for ordinary 
people, and full of common sense. The first laws in 
Europe to be written in a mother tongue, in the early 
600s. The jury system, uncertain whether of 
Scandinavian or English origin, originated during this 
period. 


Our sense of humour, too, probably has these old 
roots; the irony, the cynicism, the ability to laugh at 
ourselves! 


On the downside, our drinking habits were renowned 
throughout Europe at the time, yet, nevertheless, 
blind drunkenness was frowned upon — mainly 
because it caused vulnerability. A definition of 
drunkenness survives, less scientific than today’s, but 
very observant! 


They also perhaps passed on their sense of equality. 
Whilst society was fairly rigidly structured, the 
nobility was of their own race, and below that level it 
was possible to move up (or down) the scale. 

Women had more freedom then, than at any time 
until the Married Women’s Property Act of 1882, or 
indeed until the ‘60s ‘liberalisation’. Property could 
be owned outright by women, (much to the surprise 
of the Norman occupiers towards the end of the 
period), and divorce laws, until the early 1000s, were 
broadly similar to today's. 


‘Democracy’ (remember that vaguely?). Even that 
has roots in this period of our history. While much 
of European peasantry was having decisions imposed 
from the top, English freemen had their ‘folcgemot' 
(literally folk-meet), which tended to be replaced by 
parishes in the 10th C, where opinions were freely 
expressed, passed to the Hundred Court, thence the 
Shire Court, and then, unlike within Europe, direct to 
the king by the Shire-reeve (Sheriff), rather than 
disappearing under the interests of the nobility. Not 
to say that the nobility was generally dishonest or 
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self-seeking; as judges, their powers had been 
delegated by the king, and punishment was severe 
for any not acting with total integrity. This influence 
from the bottom up probably averted three civil wars 
in the years prior to 1066, Norman rule then 
throwing us into this most evil of wars within a few 
decades of their unfortunate arrival. Contrast this 
influence by ordinary early English people to Blair's 
bright Britain, where our ancient parish councils find 
it virtually impossible to operate, and the powers of 
our even older shires are being handed over to the 
undemocratic, unwanted, and probably illegal, 
regional assemblies. Another procedure, lost with 
the Normans, was that there was a Witan, or council, 
which whilst selected by the king, was traditionally 
not beholden to him (depending on the king's 
wisdom!). There are a number of manuscript 
references to ‘the king and his council decided ------- 
and, indeed in the king's absence, the Witan could 
act independently. It was also the responsibility of 
this council to choose the next king (normally from a 
pool of family members), and generally speaking this 
worked well, with the best for the job being selected, 
rather than simply the eldest. A fledgling 
parliament, soon dispensed with by the Normans. 


Other things passed down to us have been: a united 
England, since around 937; a well-organised 
administrative structure; a military machine second 
to none, including a strong navy through the ages 
(the 100% ‘Viking’ superiority in sea battles is 
something of a myth). 


The above is just part of the influence these pioneers 
in sub-Roman Britain still exercise over the English of 
today. Their origins lay in the migration of a number 
of tribes from North West Europe in the 400s, 

pushed by peoples from the east, possible rising sea 
levels in the North, and pulled by the attraction of a 
crumbling Roman Empire to the South and West. 

The Angles and Saxons were but two, these being 
joined by Jutes, Frisians, Swabians etc in their bid to 
settle in the rich lands of Britain. 


Government diktat is that schools should describe the 
‘Anglo-Saxons’ as just one group of many ‘invaders’, 
(despite the fact that all subsequent immigration has 
successfully integrated, until the 20th C) and there is 
to be no reference to these initially disparate tribes 
forming the ‘English’. ‘Invaders’ is the wrong word; 
connections had already been established through 
the Roman habit of employing Germanic mercenaries 
in the late 300s, and much of the early settlement 
was by invitation, partly for protection against the 
Picts (the Scots were still in Ireland!), and partly to 
increase agricultural production to help support a 
top-heavy administration. There is also a suspicion 
that empty land was available through periodic 
plagues following the trading routes from the large 
cities of Southern Europe. It Is not until the late 
500s, the time of the so-called ‘king’ Arthur, that we 
see westwards pressures by these tribes on the 
Britons and Welsh (often regarded as the same). 
Thus, the fighting was more in the nature of a civil 
war rather than invasion. The extent of racial mix 
with the Celtic population is difficult to ascertain, 
and probably depends totally on local circumstances. 
It is possible London held out until the late 500s, 
Aylesbury certainly being recorded in British hands at 
this time, but the beginnings of the end came by 
604 when the peninsular of the ‘Celtic fringe’ are 
separated following successful battles in Galloway, 
Chester and Bath. 


From this point onward these tribes could 
concentrate on coalescing into kingdoms. Forget the 
so-called ‘heptarchy’; Northumbria was in two 
independent halves, present-day Lincolnshire had its 
own dynasty, to the West of which was the last 
remaining inland Celtic kingdom; Norfolk, Suffolk, 
present-day Cambridgeshire made up East Anglia, 
Essex was independent, Middlesex may have been so, 
as ‘Surrey’ means the ‘South region’, Kent (the 
oldest), Sussex, Wessex, the Kingdom of the Hwicce 
(Wychwood area), and Mercia in the Midlands, itself 
made up of a number of peoples who may have had 
their own dynasties. 


As time passed, of course, these kingdoms gradually 
amalgamated, not always by force, with, roughly, 
Kent dominating in the 500s/600s, Northumbria in 
the 600s/early 700s, Mercia in the 700s, and 
Wessex from the 800s, the latter being responsible 
for bringing about English unity. 


All this progress was to be interrupted in 793 by our 
Scandinavian cousins, the ‘Vikings’ (who lately have 
had something of a whitewash) who obliterated 
Europe's main centre of learning in their famous raid 
on Lindisfarne. Little else is actually recorded until 
the 830s when they are back with a vengeance and 
doing all the nasty things the non-pc history books 
tell us! We are lucky that in 825 the kings of 
Wessex seized the initiative in English dominance and 
began a dynasty of six generations of strong (and 
wise) kings, for by 874 the remaining kingdoms of 
East Anglia, Northumbria and Mercia had succumbed 
to an increasingly well-organised Danish army, now 
bent on political power (but nevertheless continuing 
the old habits of theft and rape). 


Enter King Alfred, who without doubt must rank with 
Liz |, Nelson, Wellington, and Churchill as a saviour of 
the nation. Only 21/22 at the time of his election 
in 871, Alfred was already a battle-hardened warrior, 
having fought alongside his elder brother in his 
teens. By 877 numerous battles had been fought, 
with mixed success. Fighting tended to subside in 
the Winter months, and Alfred and his young family 
spent Christmas in Chippenham. Somewhat rudely, 
the Danes interrupted the festivities, Alfred, family, 
and friends narrowly escaping death. By Easter, they 
surface in the marshes of Somerset, at Athelney 
(which loosely means Royal Island) where he dug In, 
and here we have the first documented example of 
the English indulging in guerrilla warfare, with 
raiding parties keeping the Danes busy. The 
English system of raising an army was by then well- 
honed, and it says much for their communication 
system which enabled them to raise troops in Danish 
held Wessex. As implied above, the country had 
thousands of meeting points, not only for local 
discussion, but also as pre-determined points to 
assemble an army. At that time each shire, under its 
‘Ealdorman’ raised its own army, and this particular 
one was combined from Wiltshire, Dorset and 
Hampshire. To cut a long story short, the Danes 
were well thrashed at Edington, their leader, 
Guthrum, being allowed to rule the East Angles, and 
England to be divided between English and Danes, 
with equality for each people within each area. 


This could only be temporary, and continuing 
problems from the Danes, both within and without 
England, led to Alfred, then his son Edward (and 
daughter Athelflaed in Mercia) re-extending English 
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influence through a system of fort-building into 
occupied areas (much as William the Bastard did 
after 1066, ‘though of course, his intention was to 
suppress rather than defend, the English). 


By the time of Edward's death in 925, the Danelaw 
was part of the English state which was becoming 
unified as far North as the Humber. 


It was left to Edward's eldest son, Athelstan, to unify 
England in three well-documented campaigns. The 
final battle in 937, was long referred to as the 
‘Mother of Battles’, and any Scot, if he knows his 
history, should tremble at the mention of 
‘Brunanburh'! Unfortunately we cannot even be 
certain of the location of one of the most important 
battles in English, nay British, history, (like Alfred's 
Edington totally ignored by the Snows on Channel 
Four's turning point British battles). Latest wisdom 
indicates that the battle probably took place in/on 
the Wirral, which makes sense as the English, divided 
into West Saxon and Mercian contingents, took on a 
combined army of: Danes, Norwegians from Ireland, 
Cumbrians, Welsh, Cornish, and, of course, Scots — 
who were in trouble having broken their truce twice 
and failed to pay their tribute! A heroic poem Is still 
extent giving details of this battle. 


There are degrees of unity, but certainly from 937, 
apart from a brief period around York, we had one 
king, one coinage, and new laws were applied 
nationally. 


With the Viking problem out of the way until the 
980s, England enjoyed, with the Scandinavian 
settlers now good citizens, two generations of rapidly 
increasing prosperity, building up a huge trade 
surplus, which unfortunately made the Danegeld a 
nice easy alternative to fighting the next wave of 
Danes from 980, when they seized the opportunities 
provided by a dynastic spat. This led to 36 years of 
truly miserable warfare, badly led by Athelred 
‘unraed’, at the end of which a brief resurgence of 
English fortune under his son was replaced with 
defeat by Danish Cnut, who led the country well, 
with English councillors, for the next 20 years. It is 
interesting to note that, despite Athelred’s poor 
leadership, the settled Danes generally sided with 
their English compatriots against the new wave. 
1042 saw the restoration of Alfred's line, in the form 
of Edward (he Confessor), virtually a foreigner having 
been brought up in Normandy (his mother's home) 
from the age of about 9 in 1014. Here he had met 
his distant, younger, relative, William, bastard son of 
the Duke of Normandy. 


Edward's closeness to his Norman favourites, along 
with his inability to produce an heir, led to strains 
between him and his council, led by the future King 
Harold's father, Earl Godwin. These strains resulted 
in a power struggle in the 1050s leading to the 
temporary exile of the Godwins, one of the occasions 
where the thegns (equivalent to the later yeomen) 
from each side refused to fight fellow Englishmen. It 
was possibly at this point, if indeed it happened, that 
Duke William visited Edward who supposedly 
indicated that William would be King of the English 
on his death, a power not in his remit, and 
presumably unlikely to be acceptable to the Witan. 
With the popular Godwin restoration, and the 
Norman ‘advisers’ homeward bound, stability 
resumed, apart from the lack of an heir. Still alive, 
and somewhere in Europe, were two of Edward's 
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nephews. The elder was tracked down, and having 
led an adventurous exile in Scandinavia, Kiev, and 
Hungary, was reluctantly brought home, with his 
family, as prospective heir. This Edward, Edward the 
Exile, died on arrival (foul play is not suspected[?!]) 
in 1057, and his son, Eadgar, was about five years 
old. His elder daughter Margaret married the 
Scottish king making the link between the earliest 
West Saxon kings, and our present Queen. 


Theories abound as to why Harold, by then premier 
Earl, and probably virtual ruler, sailed, in 1064, to 
the territory of a prospective enemy. My favoured 
theory is that he decided to approach William for the 
return of his youngest brother and a nephew, given 
as hostages by Edward to William to ensure the 
latter's accession. The so-called ‘Bayeux Tapestry’ 
(Canterbury Embroidery) appears to show Edward's 
strong disapproval of this visit. As most readers will 
know, William used Harold's military prowess to help 
Suppress the Bretons, and forced an oath from Harold 
not to resist William's accession on Edward's death. 
We fully accept nowadays that a forced oath is 
without meaning, and whilst similar at the time, the 
use of holy relics would have been, at the least, 
unsettling. 


In 1065 Harold's popularity increased following the 
defeat of a serious Welsh invasion, and the removal 
of his brother Tostig, from the Northumbrian earldom 
following a rebellion against his ‘bad attitude’. This 
enabled Harold to feel dependent on the 
replacement Northern Earl and the latter's brother, 
the Mercian earl, Harold marrying their sister. 


Once secure in the North, he raised his defences in 
the South, while William raised an army from 
Normandy and surrounding areas. 


Tostig, meanwhile, with a massive chip on his 
shoulder, allies himself with Harald Hardrada of 
Norway, leader for 17 years of the most fearsome and 
battle-hardened army in Europe. Harald conjured up 
a spurious claim to the English throne, and sent his 
massive fleet of 300 ships into the Humber, an army 
of perhaps 10/15000 men. Earls Edwin and Morcar 
with around 3000 men stood little chance at Fulford 
Gate, South of York, and the Norwegians forced a 
truce with its citizens, who were instructed to raise 
hostages to guarantee good behaviour. 

The English military organisation enabled an army to 
be raised rapidly, by rotation, from estates and towns 
around the country. Service in the field was 
usually for two months, with pay of 4d daily (as 
much as the later mediaeval soldier) raised from local 
taxation. In 1066 four such armies were raised, an 
amazing feat. 


With the usual transport delays, Harold was not 
expected at Stamford, near York, for many days, and 
on 25th September, a warm late Summer's day, many 
of the Norwegians were basking in the sunshine 
without their chain mail, waiting for the promised 
hostages. What a mistake to make, they thought, as 
Harold's army descended on them like a flight of 
Valkyries via the A60. Like Hastings later, this was 
an all-day affair, and in the ensuing bloodbath both 
Tostig and Harald were killed, and the remainder 
retreated to their ships, but not before several 
hundred were killed in a last stand (as proved by a 
recent find of Scandinavian skeletons). Of the 300 
ships that had arrived a week or so previously, it took 
only 24 to take home the survivors. But for Hastings 


less than three weeks later, Harold would be best 
remembered for ending the ‘Viking Age’. 


TV programmes will have us believe that Harold then 
marched his weary foot-soldiers South to Hastings. 
No. Apart from having done their duty, and in no fit 
State to finish the usual tour of duty, and able to 
march only 20 miles daily maximum, the infantry 
would have been free to make their way home, 
leaving Harold, and the remainder of his horsed 
housecarls (the professional army as opposed to 
trained militia) to raise yet another army as they 
approached London. 

By this time William had landed at Pevensey, carried 
out the usual Norman/Viking procedure of 
intimidation, and set up a fort at Hastings, at that 
time on a peninsula within easy reach of his ships; a 
sensible move in view of his first-hand knowledge of 
Harold's military skills. 

Harold is often criticised at this point for not waiting 
longer to build up a large army, of which the system 
was fully capable. Certainly perhaps he should have 
waited for more archers. However, a surprise attack 
had helped win the day at Stamford and perhaps he 
had the same idea for Hastings. Sussex was also 
part of his old Earldom, and he may have known the 
terrain well enough to know that the likely hills 
available for assembly would not take an army of 
over a few thousand. 

Once assembled in London over a period of 6 days to 
allow for rest, planning and training, the army 
marched South, camping overnight in or near woods 
North of the battle site. The Norman accusation 
that the lads were drinking and carousing all night 
while the Normans were praying, is bulls--t. A well- 
organised army, with a fight for life in prospect, 
simply does not do that, particularly under good 
generalship, which it certainly had. 


Without going into detail, October 14, 1066, can be 
recorded as the low point of English history. There 
were a large number of reasons, excuses if you're a 
Europhile, which militated against a win. However, 
the major one on the day would have been the 
depletion of Harold's professionals at Stamford to the 
point that they formed too small a proportion of the 
total army at Hastings. These professionals had not 
only to form a solid core, but also to be distributed 
amongst the militia, the fyrd, to encourage and lead. 
Fatally, they were too thin on the ground. 


English resistance began that day, the late arrivals 
from London assembling in ‘bad ditch’ (OK, ‘mal 
fosse’') and nearly turning the result as the fleeing 
English jumped into this ravine, with the Normans 
following. Quite a surprise for them to meet fresh 
troops! 


There followed about five years of active armed 
resistance, failing only through the lack of mobile 
‘phones, and William's nasty habit of building 
strategic castles. 

Want to know what probably happened to the other 
270 ships at Stamford? Another story!!

How would one feel if English art galleries 
were suddenly devoid of paintings by 
Turner, Constable, Gainsborough, Burne 
Jones and other great English artists? And 
if, on enquiry, one was told that they had 
been removed because they were 
considered unfashionable and inferior to 
their Continental counterparts or avant- 
garde contemporary artists? 


This is precisely what has happened to 
English music. English composers of the 
early twentieth century in particular are 
scoffed at, perceived as fuddy-duddy, 
simplistic, rustic and inferior to both their 
foreign contemporaries and today's 
“modern” composers. Involuting concert 
repertoires mean that a clique of popular 
"classics" has arisen, and very few English 
works make It into the shortlist, apart from 
the few done-to-death lip-service pieces 
such as Holst's Planets or Elgar's Enigma 
Variations. As well as having to struggle 
against the fact that concert mangers are 
not willing to programme anything other 
than contemporary dustbin lids, or the 
established classics, English music also has 
to deal with bureaucracy and prejudice in 
radio and television, and it has the 
serpentine, all-pervading, ever-encroaching 
epidemic of political correctness as Its 
Sparring partner. By virtue of the very fact 
that English music is a product of our own, 
glorious, culture and heritage, a black mark 
is made against it in the PC stakes - and 
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English

this also, of course, leads to great 
difficulties for anyone trying to promote 
this music. 


Meanwhile, the fact that CD sales of this 
music are rocketing, and are amongst record 
companies’ top sellers, as well as the fact 
that almost all the 2005 English Music 
Promenade Concerts sold out, indicate that 
this music has great appeal and, In contrast 
to its detrimental and mistaken image, Is 
deeply exciting. 


The result of this disregard, however, is that 
composers such as Bainton, Holbrooke, 
Holst and Vaughan Williams — once familiar 
household names — have all but 
disappeared from the concert hall, despite a 
tremendous demand for their music. 
Altogether, a vast number of pieces of the 
highest craftsmanship - ranging from 
exquisite, gorgeously lyrical songs and tone 
poems by the likes of Quilter, Bowen and 
Bax, to the epic operas of Bantock and 
Vaughan Williams's powerful symphonies 
prognosticating the war - have all but 
disappeared from national recognition. 

This is why | am establishing an English 
Music Festival. In October 2006, the 
beautiful abbey at Dorchester-on-Thames 
will play host to performers of the calibre of 
Julian Lloyd Webber, in a 5-day annual 
event celebrating English composers and 
culture in general. Music from mediaeval 
times to the present day will be featured,

with a focus on the early twentieth century, 
and English products, art and literature will 
also be showcased.

Correctness ? 





Why are words like “equality” “diversity” and 
“tolerance” little more than code words for their 
opposites?

The hard left and do-gooder brigade, with the help 
of billions of pounds of public funds, have 
managed to create a poisonous “race industry" 
which finds fault with everything, and can never 
report good news because this would undermine 
its own, self serving objectives.

Africa getting poorer, is put 
down to the West not giving enough aid, when 
bad governance Is rife and billions of aid has 
disappeared into the pockets of corrupt 
government officials. 


However, ignoring the truth helps no one, least of 
all those communities dubbed as “marginalised” or 
“failing”. Black communities, Browne argues, are 
encouraged to blame racist teachers for the failings 
of their boys at school, rather than re-examine their 
own culture and attitude to education. Racism 
against minorities doesn't seem to have affected 
Asian youth who now excel within the education 
system — but both groups experience the same 
educational system — political correctness hates to 
face the facts. 


To Browne, political correctness Is the invention of 
western intellectuals who feel guilty about the 

universal triumph of western values and economic 
prosperity, however the threats from the emerging 
East and Islamic terrorism will herald the death of 


this malign influence. We can help it on Its way, 
Browne argues, by standing up against it and he 
suggests some practical actions which include: 

1. Protect Free Speech with an equivalence to the 
first amendment of the US Constitution 

2. A binding referendum should be called on any 
proposal if supported by a certain percentage of 
the population. “Citizen Initiatives” 

3. Un PC Groups should be formed and promoted 
to oppose PC flag wavers like left wing charities. 
4. More “objective” teaching of the history of the 
West. Foundations should be set up to preserve 
and promote Western Heritage and values. 


Fortunately and by way of a happy coincidence 
The English Democrats have been staunch 
supporters of a formal written Bill of Rights; public 
Referenda and more Cultural Education. We are 
also about to launch a number of web based sites, 
exposing the hypocrisy and waste of taxpayers 
money given to politically correct schemes and 
discriminatory government legislation. We also 
intend to step up our lobbying against all 
organisations that seek to impose politically correct 
policies, such as banning Christmas and 
Christianity and free speech in general. 


Browne believes that political correctness will in 
the future be seen as an aberration in Western 
thought. Its demise will mirror the decline of 
western power and influence, this decline, will 
however, bring us to our senses.
